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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Shen et 
al. 

Note column 9, line 36 to column 10, line 4. Note that post 22 is a pre-form that is 
selectively attached along rail 20. As discussed in column 8, lines 27+, the post 22 is 
attached to the pallet 12 and , dependent on the shape and size of the article being 
supported, the stanchions 24, 26 and 80 are then positioned. Therefore, the placement 
of posts 22 defines the position of the stanchions. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 10, 11, 13, 16, 18and21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Sotonyl. 

The position of pre-form 6 and the size and shape of the article being supported 
determines the position of the stanchions 9. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph for being 
inaccurate. ,| 

According to the preambles of the claims, the invention being claimed is a pallet.

The pre-form is not part of the pallet. The pre-form is a tool used in placement of the 
stanchions on the pallet.
